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public dance dates, the LP gives you your 
chance. The numbers range from tuneful 
ballads such as Jl Wind and Ralph Burns’s 
delightful .Visty Morning, through Mann 
Albam’s danceable Would He? and By Play, 
and the oldies Hittin’ The Bottle, Sleep and Boo 
Hoo, to the up-tempo Autobahn Blues and the 
familiar Herman flagwaver Wild Apple Honey— 
all played from arrangements in the every- 
day Herman library. 

The recording, though not quite up to 
Capitol’s best (for one thing the bass seems to be 
a little thin), is good. But what makes the 
collection so engaging is (as Ralph Gleason’s 
sleeve note so aptely puts it) ‘‘ the precision, 
versatility and excitement of a big band that is 
adept, sure of itself, and secure in the know- 
ledge that a major part of its function is to 
reach the audience ”’. 


And its’ all made none the less interesting 
by Mr. Gleason having kindly told us who the 
soloists are in each of the items. 


On the other disc pianist Nat Pierce and 
tenorist Bill Perkins help as the featured soloists 
to make the nostalgic slow blues Long, Long 
Night an acceptable proposition, but the baby 
on the obverse gets an r. and b. kiss that is 
hardly worthy of the Herman outfit. E.J.

In a sleeve note so completely missing the 
salient points and so devoid of imagination this 
band is classed as “ one of the many compara- 
tively unknown groups which play regularly 
at the less frequented halls’’. There is also an 
indirect reference to a dance band contest 
organised by “one of the leading musical 
papers in Great Britain ’’, but no mention of 
where this band came in it, or even that it 
took part in it. 


Actually the contest was the ‘“ Melody 
Maker”’ All-Britain Dance Band Champion- 
ship for semi-professional bands, the final of 
which this band of Jimmy Heyworth’s from the 
well-known Astoria Ballroom at Rawtenstall 
(Lancs) won after qualifying by winning first 
its district championship and then its area 
final, thus proving itself to be the finest semipro 
band throughout England, Scotland and Wales. 


This EP (for the making of which it employed 
London professionals altoist Dave Shand and 
trumpet player Johnny Shakespeare to replace 
two of its members who were ill at the time of the 
session) adds to its I Get A Kick, which it played 
to win the Championship, and April In Paris, 
both previously issued on Decca F10733, 
reviewed last February, its versions of Aren’t 
You Glad You’re You ? (another of its champion- 
ship test pieces) and Zing Went The Strings Of 
My Heart. 

The by no means unimaginative or ineffective 
arrangements were all scored by members of 
the band. There are one or two spots where 
people don’t hit their notes quite perfectly ; 
but the band plays with confidence, a good 
solid beat and most commendable interpretative 
ability. In fact all round it proves what these 
annual championships have for many years 
proved: that our best semipro combinations

can hold their own against many of our best 
professional bands. EJ.

Like the rest of us some swing men die, 
others fade away. But Harry James has yet 
to do either, bless him. In 1952 the now forty 
years old son of a circus band conductor, and 
ex-Benny Goodman cornerman, who became 
one of the world’s most popular bandleaders 
during the war years, was still going strong, and 
this LP consists entirely of recordings made at 
one of his one night stands, at the Aragon 
Ballroom, Chicago, in October, 1952. 


Some of the items—e.g. the jump blues 
There They Go and Shorty Rogers’s Mam Bongo— 
have a somewhat more modern flavour, but 
most of the arrangements and the way they are 
played are not much in advance of those we 
have had previously from Mr. James. But in 
addition to the fact that the only example Mr. 
James gives of his more deplorable extravagances 
is his inevitable Bumble Bee, he manages to 
refrain from his more cloying effusiviness. 


If you like big American band “‘ commercial ”’ 
swing, you could do worse than try this (as it 
is called) “‘ Harry James’ One Night Stand ”’.

Another of Denis Preston’s productions, 
and he calls it “‘ Operation Jam Session”’. If 
you think a jam session must be a free-for-all 
tear up you may be a little disappointed. For 
while both the Blues side and the Ballad Medley 
are frees-for-all to the extent that they are 
sequences of improvised solos, everything is as 
restrained and circumspect as an afternoon tea 
at the Vicarage. But even at these affairs the 
conversation can be intelligently interesting 
as well as dulcet toned, and that is what we 
get here. Nobody once raises his voice, let 
alone speaks a word out of place, but most of 
the company has something worth hearing to 
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say and says it in well-chosen words made into 
fluently constructed sentences.

Insomuch as tenor saxist Gil Melle is named as 
the leader of this quintet, presumably this record 
is intended mainly to feature him. But the 
stars in this interestingly assorted, but not 
always very convincingly presented, collection 
are bassist Clyde Lombardi and drummer Joe 
Morello, as two of the first-rate three-piece 
rhythm team (note there is no piano), and 
trombonist Urbie Green and guitarist Tal 
Farlow as soloists. Green, with his warm tone 
and easy delivery of his prepossessing ideas, is 
excellent throughout, and especially so in his 
feeling conception of Lover Man. Farlow is 
is invariably tasteful and tasty. 


Melle ? Apart from a rather ineffective tone, 
a good enough instrumentalist academically 
speaking, but lacking the inventiveness and 
power to grip of his soloist colleagues on this 
date. As a composer ... well perhaps promis- 
ing is the best word. E.J.

Individually the members of this group are 
all familiar to us, for, in addition to having 
been cornermen of Dizzy Gillespie’s orchestra, 
they have been heard separately in numerous 
small combination recordings. But this is the 
first time we have heard them together as the 
Modern Jazz Quartet into which they formed 
themselves not long ago. It was voted America’s 
leading small group in last year’s “ Down 
Beat” poll, and you will not need to think 
twice to realise why when you hear this LP. 


I warn you it is not for the uninitiated or the 
casual listener. It is perhaps best described as 
chamber music in the jazz idiom. At any rate 
though light in texture it has the intellectual 
quality one usually associates with the term 
chamber music, and to appreciate it one needs 
to listen to it with the same thoughtful care 
that obviously went into its making. But bring 
this to bear, and you will find an artistry in 
both what is done and the way it is done that 
even the better instance of jazz by small 
units can seldom boast. 


Django is, of course, a tribute (by John 
Lewis, the Quartet’s leader) to the late Django 
Reinhardt. Lewis’s La Ronde, originally a 
short item for no particular instrument, has 
here been extended to the length of a suite for 
in turn piano, bass, vibraphone and drums. 
It’s suitability for the purpose is excelled only 
by the performance it gets. 


Incidentally, La Ronde in its original form, 
played by the same group under the name of 
the Milt Jackson Modern Jazz Quartet, is 
available on Esquire 10-314. But it was made 
over two years earlier and doés not compare 
with this later version.

This is one of London’s “ Origins of Jazz ”’ 
Series. Usually it falls to the lot of my associate 
Oliver King to deal with them and I have 
never envied him the job—especially when it 
comes to deciding on the star ratings. For 
should one judge the records on their merit in 
their day, on their likely appeal to those who 
for nostalgic or other more or less personal 
reasons still like the kind of thing whatever it 
may be (New Orleans Dixieland Chicago- 
style or what-have-you jazz) or in the light of 
all the developments that have since taken 
place in jazz ? 

If one takes the latter course there is seldom 
very much to be said in favour. The reproduc- 
tion often leaves much to be desired even when 
treated to the marvels of modern technique, 
and the music is so naive and dated that it is 
only fit for a museum. 

But museum pieces can often be not only 
historically interesting but also quaintly 
entertaining, and this flashback to days, thirty 
years ago now, when Loring “ Red ”’ Nichols 
and Milfred Mole were hailed as two of the 
greatest white exponents of jazz, is certainly 
both. The reproduction has the expected 
woolly, “ boxy ”’ tone, but is reasonably distinct, 
and what the bands lacked in the way of (to 
use the word in its more complimentary 
meaning) sophistication they make up for in 
a recognisable sincerity. 

The rating could be anything from one to 
four stars according to one’s likes and tastes, 
so I have taken the easy way out and purposely 
refrained from giving any. E.J.

In case you have not already tumbled to it, 
let me point out that this is, of course, the Basie 
band, presented under Joe Newman’s name 
because at the time Basie was contracted to 
another company. 

I don’t know that it all quite fulfills the 
fabulous claims that have been made for this 
Basie band. JIngin’, ior instance, has mostly 
good solos, but too many of the twenty 12-bar 
choruses are taken up by the now rather 
out-dated riffing that was so typical of the 
earlier Basie days. 

But generally speaking this is a fine set of 
well-assorted items, in which the Basie well- 
knit ensemble sound and crisply swinging

rhythm are by no means lacking. On the home 
ground of their regular and obviously well 
rehearsed band, the soloists are all much better 
than they have been with other groups. Frank 
Wess, whose cooing flute is heard to good 
advantage in many of the numbers, plays 
delightful, lyrical tenor in Foolish Things, which 
is a showcase for him; trombonist Henry 
Cooker is good at all times, and especially so in 
Ain’t It The Truth, in which his relaxed but well- 
conceived and convincing improvisations are 
most pleasurable. And then there is of course 
Joe Newman, one of the most neglected trumpet 
players, but quite a tower of strength here. I 
liked his dry touch of humour in his second 
12 bars in In Case. 

Basie is heard on piano only in some solo 
introductions and the ensemble. But he plays 
a whole chorus on organ in Confessin’. It is the 
most complete and perfect answer to those who 
still think (after listening to those B.B.C. 
organists) that it is not possible to swing on this 
instrument. And it’s mostly just a matter of 
phrasing. 

A word of thanks to Raymond Horricks for 
having told us in a somewhat over long, but 
informative, sleeve note the solo sequences. It is 
especially useful in identifying the tenor 
players. A pity he was not able to give also 
the recording date. E.J.

Some readers will doubtless remember my 
rave in May, 1954, about two Red Norvo 78’s 
(Vogue V2198 and V2199). Justified as I 
still think it was, I find this new Brunswick LP 
worth even higher praise. It is notable for the 
same carefully thought out treatments, the same 
immaculate musicianship, the same inventive- 
ness, the same wonderful understanding between 
the musicians that makes them sound like a 
diligently rehearsed group instead of one of 
those haphazardly busking groups that one so 
often gets in the name of small unit jazz, the 
same good taste, and the same power to charm 
one’s senses and grip one’s imagination—but 
all carried to even higher degrees of artistry ! 

With all the items so prepossessing it would 
be both difficult and invidious to select any 
one for special mention. But if I had to do 
this I would pick out Tenderly. It starts with a 
most alluring eight-to-the-bar vamp which 
continues as the background to Norvo’s 
unassuming but delightful solo. The change to 
four-to-the-bar rhythm for Tal Farlow’s solo 
comes as something of a hiatus, but only by 
contrast and does little to mar the appeal of 
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the performance. Throughout the disc the 
recording is excellent. 

By contrast the H.M.V. EP is, despite (or 
perhaps because of!) the larger band, just 
everyday routine stuff that rarely if ever even 
approaches the same class. E.J.

This is Vogue’s tribute to Charlie “ Bird” 
Parker, and it certainly does the fabulous 
Parker—and us—proud ! 

As its fourteen items have all had previous 
releases here (see foregoing discographical 
details) all Parker enthusiasts will already know 
them, so I need do no more than remind you 
that they are among his most revealing record- 
ings and add that the English Decca engineers 
have managed to improve considerably the 
reproduction of some of those which did not 
seem too well recorded on the 78s. 

This alone would make this LP worth getting, 
even by those who already have some of the 
78 pressings of the performances. But there are 
other reasons, too, for acquiring the album. 
In place of the usual bag-form container, the 
record is in a handsomely produced black and 
gold envelope, which includes, in addition to 
full discographical details, illustrations and a 
separate studio-finished photograph of Bird, the 
most comprehensive stories of his career and 
work ever provided with any artist’s record. 
There are appreciations by Leonard Leather, 
Charles Delaunay and Tony Hall; discourse 
on Parker’s style, his recordings and his place 
in jazz, respectively by Raymond Horrox, Alun 
Morgan and Charles Fox, and, on a large, 
separate card his life story has been written by 
Mike Butcher. 

It all provides a background to Parker that 
will enable you to appreciate and enjoy hi 
music to an extent that has probably never 
before been possible, no matter how much you 
may think you already know about it. E.J.

This session took place in Paris, where Don 
Rendell had been with the Tony Crombie 
orchestra taking part in a concert staged at the 
Olympia Theatre by the owners of the French 
magazine “‘ Le Jazz Hot” to celebrate the 
publication’s twentieth anniversary. 

On the whole the results are disappointing. 
Continental tenor saxist Bobby Jaspar fails 
to match Rendell’s warmth, and his excessively 
“cool ’’ style palls after a while. Dave Amram 
struggles manfully with his French horn, but 
cannot make it sound flexible enough for good 
jazz solos. The treatments of the numbers are 
better than average, and in Olympia Christian 
Chevalier shows that he can write a good melody. 
But in striving too hard for that Nirvana of 
all modernists, a new sound, the French 
modernists seem to be in danger of losing many 


of the basic essentials of jazz. It is to Rendell’s 
credit that he stands out as the one really 
swinging performer in this group. 

The Tabel accredits Thou Swell to Stan Getz.

We have heard Belgian (now resident in 
France) vibraphonist Fats Sadi in the Bobby 
Jaspar Vogue LP LDE041, but this marks his 
début with a group led by himself and in which 
he has the lion’s share as a soloist. 

In a collection of well assorted tunes he shows 
up as a swinging player who owes something 
to Lionel Hampton, but still has ideas and a 
style of his own. His ability to improvise 
effectively at the slower tempi is notably reflected 
in the charming ballad Karin and Francy 
Boland’s graceful Ad Libitum, and he really 
jumps in the up-tempo Sadisme. 

The supporting cast also does well, both as an 
ensemble and solowise. Bobby Jaspar has several 
spots in which the more emotional Sadi seems 
to have inspired him to play with more heart 
than has usually been noticeable in his often 
over “cool” delivery, and Vandair also 
provides some attractive moments. 

The recording is excellent—the best I have 
ever heard from a French studio ! E.J.

A good release from Scott. Fidelius is a blues 
type theme and everyone sounds very relaxed. 
Don’t Take Your Love From Me, more recently 
recorded by Johnnie Ray, is a good number and 
the musicians make a good job of it. Henry 
Shaw is fast developing into one of our most 
promising modern trumpeters and he sounds 
very much more at ease here than he has done 
previously. For once the rhythm section is 
reasonably subdued and as a result gives a 
much better backing.

If there is one thing jazz does not need it is 
another Tiger Rag. Still less do we need one by 
local lads who, for all their enthusiasm (which 
is in itself commendable) do not achieve that 
relaxed sound that can be achieved by British 
bands. The ensemble sound is sour, the tempo 
is too fast, the drums too prominent. I’m not 
saying that the O.D.J.B. said all there was to say 
about Tiger Rag in their record forty years ago ; 
but I am saying (with Louis Armstrong in his 
new book Satchmo) that it’s still the best. There 
is no harm in trying to say a little more provided 
you know what to say and how to say it. I’m 
not sure that this band does either. 

The other side is better. It has the merit of 
being an original number, albeit cast immutably 
in the Lu Watters mould. It also sounds more 
relaxed. What a pity we had to go on safari 
again on the reverse ! O.K.

If I had to select any single item it would be 
the ironical, pleading Poor Man’s Blues. But 
that is purely personal choice. Each one has 
something about which one can say “ this is 
masterly’, and the collection as a whole 
reveals completely the true feeling for the folk 
music we know as the blues and explains con- 
vincingly how it is that Bessie Smith is regarded, 
to this very day, as the greatest exponent of it 
of them all.

On more than one occasion in the past year 
I have referred to my visits to the Tannoy 
laboratories at Upper Norwood and to the way 
in which, piece by piece, a complete transducer 
system has been built up. To say that I have 
been impressed by the thoroughness with which 
alternatives have been examined, developed and 
then, maybe, cast aside for something better, 
would be just a modest understatement. 


Having known Guy Fountain for nearly 
go years, I was not surprised when he told me, 
with his characteristic emphasis, that having 
started in this high-fidelity business he did not 
propose to let his people rest until they had 
produced a complete reproducing system that 
could be accepted as second to none in the 
world. 


It seems that having established the name 
Tannoy -as meaning “‘ Loud Hailer ”’ in all the 
public services, and having allied it to public 
speaking by the installations in the Houses of 
Parliament, here and abroad, he is now intent 
on giving it a new meaning of “‘ Sweet singer ”’ 
in the home as well. 


This has involved quite a different technique. 
For public address work electro-acoustic 
efficiency is what matters most. The frequency 
range can be very restricted and the inter- 
modulation and harmonic distortion can be as 
high as 10 per cent without becoming objection- 
able. In high-fidelity work, on the other hand, 
the efficiency need not be high, but the frequency 
range must be long and smooth and the 
distortion products should be very low— 
certainly not more than 2 per cent over all, and 
even as low as 0.01 per cent in some parts of the 
apparatus. 


I know of no laboratory where this specialised 
technique has been more assiduously developed. 
The team of workers have achieved a skill 
that I often marvel at. And they are pre- 
eminently realists. 


The first achievement was the dual con- 
centric speaker unit. It was not the first of its 
type, but it is the only one, so far as I know, in 
which the flared low frequency cone has been 
designed to act as part of the horn for the H.F. 
unit ; and this has enabled a lower cross-over 
frequency to be used. When one remembers 
that the response from most 12 in. cones (even 
flared ones) breaks up into pronounced peaks 
and troughs at about 3,000 c/s, one can appre- 
ciate the advantage of having the cross-over to 
the H.F. unit at a point below 2,000 c/s. (With 
a 15 in. unit the break-up is at a lower frequency 
and the cross-over should be correspondingly 
lower.) So it was distinctly useful to have the 
cross-overs for the Tannoy 12 in. and 15 in. 
units at 1,700 c/s and 1,000 c/s respectively ; to 
this, I am sure, one may largely attribute the 
smoothness of the response of both units and 
the absence of stridency in them. 


The next significant achievement was the 
Guy Fountain “Autograph” Enclosure. Again, 
it was not the first successful rear-loading 
enclosure to be designed: my first experience 
of one designed by Norman Mordaunt was at a 
B.S.R.A. demonstration by Harold Leak some 
seven or eight years ago ; and I had knowledge, 
too, of the American designs such as the 
Klipsch and Jensen. But when I heard the 
Autograph for the first time I felt sure that it 
was the best yet ; it was expensive, of course, 
and I thought that it could do with a somewhat 
deeper bass response, but there was no doubt 
about the thrill. Then a couple of months ago 
I heard its younger brother, the G.R.F. 
Enclosure. It was only the prototype and was 
still in the white, but I have since confirmed my 
first impressions that within its power handling 
capacity it is every bit as good as the Auto- 
graph and actually goes a little deeper in the 
scale. Considering its size, I think this is an 
achievement of which Tannoy have every 
reason to be proud. 


After the enclosure came the amplifier and 
pre-amplifier. I actually saw (and heard) the 
prototypes when I was first introduced to the 
Autograph Enclosure and was not a little 
impressed with the generosity in the design. 
The pre-amplifier had control settings to cope 
accurately with all types of records made during 
the past 50 years as well as with the more 
recent standards. Thus, the selector switch 
could be set so as to give a level response from 
20 c/s to 20,000 c/s from microphone, radio or 
tape, or from the following types of record: 
Brit 1 (E.M.I.), Brit 2 (Decca), Columbia 
(U.S.A.), all at 78 r.p.m. ; or from R.C.A. (old) 
at 78, 45 and 33} r.p.m. ; or Columbia (U.S.A.), 
A.E.S., N.A.B., or the recent N.A.R.T.B./ 
R.IL.A.A. standard for LP. Then there are 
treble and bass cut and lift controls, each from 
+12 db to —12 db at 10,000 c/s and 40 c/s 
respectively ; a steep cut treble filter with 
infinitely variable slope from 6 db per octave to 
go db per octave at either 9 kc, 5 kc or 4 kc, and 
a rumble filter of 30 db per octave at 20 c/s. 
And, of course, there is a continuously variable 
volume control. 


The power amplifier has no special novelties 
of design: its push-pull output stage uses 
triode-coupled valves and the circuit is one 
which years of experience have shown to be 
exceptionally stable and reliable. The rated 
power is no more than 12 watts, but that output 
can be obtained with less than 0.1 per cent total 
distortion right throughout the scale from 20 c/s 
to 20,000 c/s, and with an output damping 
factor of 40. 


In a report last month I commented on the 
necessity for an amplifier to have a good 
“ overload factor’’ (and incidentally made a 
“‘ gaffe’? by implying that EL37 valves give 
a smaller output than KT66’s, whereas I 
should rather have stressed the conditions of 
use). Well, for stability and generous overload 
factor this Tannoy power amplifier is as_good as 
any I have come across commercially. It bears 
a remarkable similarity in this respect to the 
Expert ‘‘ Master” amplifier which I reviewed 
over 12 months ago, and like that amplifier it 
has a remarkably massive output transformer 
of generous design. 

When I had the amplifier and pre-amplifier 
at home for test last April I put it through all 
the tricks I know. I put in square waves and 
multiple sine waves at various frequencies ; I 
tested for intermodulation and for signs of 
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instability ; I played records of all kinds. My 
only criticism, if it is a criticism, was that its 
margins of safety are perhaps larger than one 
would have thought necessary ; and that on the 
pre-amplifier I think I would have preferred to 
have the rumble filter at 30 c/s instead of at 
20 c/s (and even that hardly matters if one uses a 
good transcription motor). 


Lastly, there is now the variable reluctance 
pickup (with diamond styli) mounted on a 
special BJ arm. In fundamental principle of 
design it closely resembles the Goldring 500 
and all the nice things I had to say about the 
latter apply equally to the Tannoy. But there 
is a difference, which may be of importance, in 
the way the cantilever operating the stylus is 
disposed between the pole-pieces. The Goldring 
had no constraints or damping control at the 
stylus end and depended for its avoidance of 
non-linear’ distortion (which causes severe 
intermodulation) on the unusually large 
magnetic gaps. In the Tannoy the gaps are 
smaller, but there is a damping pad behind the 
stylus. This serves the double purpose of keeping 
the cantilever armature central and of damping 
the H.F. resonance just at the point where 
damping is most effective. So long as it remains 
** put ” exactly as assembled it can thus be a 
great advantage, particularly as it can also 
guarantee that the stylus enters the groove 
squarely (and what is the use of paying special 
attention to the grinding of the stylus is you 
cannot guarantee that it will not be used 
askew ?). But if the damping material were to 
be displaced in use then all sort of non-linear, 
intermodulation products could ensue. This, 
incidentally, is the principal disability of most 
variable reluctance pickups that I have yet seen. 
It means, of course, that they must be treated as 
delicate scientific instruments and periodically 
examined for adjustment. 


I did not have the Tannoy on test long enough 
to be able to give a final verdict about its long- 
term stability. I hope to go into that later when 
I have built up my own equipment again in a 
new home. All I can say is that these points 
have clearly been borne in mind in the details 
of design (even to the use of the B.J. arm) and 
that during my fortnight of use, intermodulation 
was quite low and the frequency response flat 
and without appreciable resonance peaks well 
up to 15,000 c/s. So as to give the pickup as 
gruelling a test as I could devise in the period 
available, I deliberately chose to concentrate 
most of my playing on the inner grooves of 
difficult records, i.e. where the amplitudes and 
curvatures are relatively great. At such places 
even a slightly stiff horizontal or vertical bearing 
in the carrying arm, or an assymmetry in a 
stylus mounting, will either cause the stylus to 
stick in or jump a groove, or at the least give a 
distinctly audible edge to the reproduction (an 
intermodulation effect which is easily recog- 
nisable). I had no complaints. 


Is the Tannoy ensemble now complete ? I 
cannot tell. It is certainly a very fine range with 
no weak link. Perhaps we shall have a tape 
recorder coming along ?

It seemed to me to be the nearest to living sound outside the concert 
hall that I had ever been—or ever shall be, for that matter. 
That’s why I bought a Grundig. 
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The Grundig Tape Recorder, Model TK819 
(Price 95 gns.)

This recorder has the most convenient and 
reliable tape deck that I have yet seen. Not 
only is it operated by push-button controls, but 
it records and plays back with the tape running 
from left to right on one track and from right 
to left on the other. There is thus no need to 
reverse the spools to change from one track to 
the other. This means that one is saved that 
fumbling rush to change over when one has 
come to the end of the tape in the middle of a 
recording. I call it a “‘ fumbling rush ” because 
even I, who by now am more or less accustomed 
to the change-over, find myself getting tangled 
up on occasions with the threading of the tape. 
_ Now a 1,200 ft. spool of tape lasts for approx- 
imately 30 minutes at a speed of 74 in./sec., and 
this is insufficient for a single act of most operas 
or for some symphonies and concertos. In 
recording music, therefore, one usually has to 
change over in a hurry and because of this I 
have often missed a section of a work in my 
recordings. 


With the TK819 the change over is unhurried 
and takes only about 2} seconds and one can 
usually find a suitable interval for that. It is 
performed by the simple operation of pressing 
down a different “ track ” button. 

As is usual nowadays, the depressing of the 
“record” button brings the “ erase’? head 
into operation as well as the “‘ record’ head. 
This, of course, is a practical necessity since it is 
essential to clean all previous recording from 
the tape before a new recording is made. But 
it has one danger : it was so easy on some of the 
early designs of tape deck to run the machine 
at “record” when one wanted to play back, 
and the result was tragedy. I blush to think 
of the number of times I have obliterated a 
recording instead of playing it back ! 

When “ record ” and “ play back ” are con- 
trolled by different push buttons, as here, there 
1s a physical protection against such fatuity, and 
this protection is increased in the TK819 by the 
Provision of a small red button which has to be 
depressed before the ‘‘ record” button can be 
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operated: one has to stop and think twice 
before one can make a mistake. Even that, by 
itself, is not enough to make the operation fool- 
proof. I know because I was the fool and fell 
into a grievous error. I understand that since I 
informed the makers of this possibility, the later 
models of the TK819 have incorporated an 
additional locking device to safeguard them 
against even my involved type of foolishness. 
But since many of my readers will have the 
earlier model, I think it would be well to 
describe the trap and how to avoid it. You will 
see that it is inherent in all reversal systems, and 
not merely in the TK819. 

Consider the following sequence of events in 
the recording, say, of an opera. The first act has 
lasted 40 minutes and one has recorded it on 
track 1 and the beginning of track 2. There is 
then, of course, a pause between the first and 
second acts and one stops the machine and 
proceeds to have a cup of tea or a smoke. When 
the second act is due one goes hastily, it may be, 
to start the recording again and presses the 
track 1 button. The result is that one obliterates 
part of the recording of the first act and sub- 
stitutes a bit of the second ! 

Obviously what one needs is some means of 
avoiding the attraction of track 1 button when 
one has started to use track 2, and vice versa. 
A locking device for the “ track’’ buttons is 
therefore required as well as for the ‘‘ record ” 
button. Since that was hardly possible in my 
case I devised the alternative of making a little 
cap of red plastic which I could slip over the 
track 1 button when it was out of action. So 
simple and so effective ! 

With this additional precaution, the Grundig 
Tape deck is as near foolproof as one could 
wish ; and it is so comfortable to operate. I 
like the provision of the small ‘‘ temporary 
stop ” button as well as the larger, irrevocable 
stop bar; there are so many occasions when 
one wishes to hold up the operation of the 
machine for a second or two without having to 
go through the routine of a re-start. I like, too, 
the cueing device in the form of a little clock. 
It is reasonably accurate, too. If one sets the 
two hands at 12 o’clock when starting the tape 
one can be certain that the same passage of the 
recording, or what is more important the same 
interval between two recordings, will be 
reached at, say, 4.27 whether the tape is 
playing at normal speed or whether one has 
used the fast wind. This has always been one 
of the bugbears of tape machines (other than 
the clock system on the E.M.I. Professional 
Recorders). Usually one is expected to be 
content with a scale on the tape deck which 
indicates the diameter of the spool of tape 
which has still to be wound off or on. That is 
only effective with one particular make of spool 
(it clearly depends on the diameter of the inner 
hub) ana is not accurate enough even there. 
Some day, pe: haps, we may get a standardised 
diameter on all hubs, but up to now there has 
been a wide variation. A standardised method of 
fixing the end of the tape to the inner hub is also 
required ; I hate having to slip the end through 
a vertical slot in the hub and then having to 
fiddle with it whilst turning the spool. The 
simplest device I know is the German method 
used on the Grundig spools ; the method used 
on the French spools of the Ferrograph is also 
effective, but not quite so easy. 

The speed of fast wind and re-wind on the 
TK81g is slower than on a number of other 
machines on the British market and I find it 
more comfortable in consequence. Indeed, I 
give the Grundig top marks for all its mechanical 
operations. In this respect, and for its “ pre- 
sentation ’’ as one may describe the effect of its 
appearance, I regard it as well ahead of -all 
others at present available in this country. I 
have heard some criticism because it only uses 
one motor for all its operations, whereas most 
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good British models use three. But that motor 
is most ingeniously designed to give maximum 
consistency and uniformity of speed with a 
minimum of weight and during the whole of 
the six months or so that I had a TK819 at my 
home, it never gave the slightest trouble, either 
from “wow” or “ flutter’? or anything else. 
The only fault I ever had was a squeak between 
pressure pad and tape and this was easily put 
right by cleaning the pad (and the magnetic 
heads) with a soft brush. 

On the electrical side, my report is not so 
favourable. I feel, for example, that an instru- 
ment of this calibre should have independent 
bass and treble controls: I found some difficulty 
in assessing exactly what the tone control was 
actually doing at particular settings. This 
should not be in a de luxe instrument. Then, 
too, I much prefer to have a peak level meter 
rather than a magic eye to indicate recording 
level, and particularly one that is calibrated : 
this, of course, is hardly a criticism so much as a 
personal preference. What was more serious 
was that the hum level in the particular 
instrument that I had seemed to be on the high 
side. I am aware, of course, of the difficulty of 
reducing the hum level in a compact tape 
recorde: of this kind, but I am certain that a 
large part of the value of a recording of music 
is lost if the hum is audible at ordinary (male, 
not female) listening volume. 

At first, I was unable to confirm by ear that 
the frequency range was as given in the 
specification. Of course, I did not expect to get 
a level acoustic response from as low as 50 c/s 
to as high as 14,000 c/s from the small internal 
loudspeaker. I always regard the internal loud- 
speaker of a transportable tape recorder (or 
radio) as a monitor only. If it gives a pleasantly 
balanced response, so much the better ; but it 
would be idle to expect as long and smooth a 
range as one gets from a high quality, multiple 
loudspeaker assembly ; otherwise, why does 
anyone bother to make, or spend money on, 
the latter ? But I did expect to get the required 
range when I connected my own loudspeaker 
system to the extension speaker socket. I was 
disappointed ; and, later, my actual measure- 
ments at this socket gave confirmation of a 
falling treble and a falling bass. 

Then I started to study the service manual 
carefully. It is one of the best I have seen: 
precise, clear and comprehensive. I soon 
learned that to get the best out of the recorder 
one had to use the input socket labelled 
“* Diode ” for recording and then, when playing 
back, to take the output from the socket 
Output II to my gramophone pre-amplifier and 
amplifier (I actually used a Pamphonic 1002). 

With this arrangement (and with the tone 
control set at mid-position, so that bass and 
treble control had to be adjusted on the pre- 
amplifier) I found that I could readily obtain 
the quality I had been looking for; and the 
hum level was reduced, so that one could really 
appreciate the bass in the recording. 

IT concluded that one ought not to trust the 
output transformer and internal loudspeaker if 
first class results are aimed at. And this, of 
course, I ought to have realised to start with 
in view of the spatial limitations, without all the 
heartburning through which I went to establish 
the point in practice. But I do not regret my 
extended trial in the least, for it did show the 
way, both in recording and playback, to secure 
those results ; and I hope, in consequence, that 
this report of mine will give many owners a new 
interest in their TK819. 

I should add two further comments. For 
direct speech recording I found the 3} in./sec. 
speed entirely adequate, especially when using 
the Grundig ribbon microphone. This speed 
was also suitable for recording dance music or 
light orchestral music which I used for a party 
last Christmas. Indeed, I found it necessary 
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to use the higher speed only for special record- 
ings. Relatively, therefore, I regard the 
outstanding characteristic of the TK819 
(apart, that is, from its convenience of handling) 
as the quality achieved at this low speed. 

I have nothing but appreciation for the 
ribbon microphone. It is convenient, robust 
and practical for everyday use, of excellent 
quality and relatively inexpensive (12 gns.). 
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Record Characteristics 


In the days of acoustical recording there was 
no attempt to define the frequency response of 
either recording or reproducing apparatus. 
The whole thing was purely empirical. Each 
recording engineer had his own pet diaphragm 
and cutters and he varied them according to the 
type of music he was recording. If he had been 
prompted (or competent) to think out what 
sort of response characteristic the recording 
should have to produce a recognisable quality 
of reproduction through an acoustic gramo- 
phone, he would have aimed at what is now 
known as “ constant velocity ’’ recording. But 
the analysis of the various possibilities was not 
carried out until 1924 when the telephone 
engineers at the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
got to work. So we had to be content with hit 
and miss methods. The “ experts” of those 
days would have declared, I suppose, that 
recording was an “ art’’ and not a “ science ” 
—or perhaps a little bit of both. But it comes 
to the same thing. 

Nowadays, the whole business has gone past 
the stage of being a science and become a 
technology. I understand, indeed, that the 
“pure ’’ scientists have even come to refer 
scornfully to electronics and acoustics as just 
* plumbing ”’. The detailed analysis that has 
been carried out in the past 30 years has not 
only shown what the desirable characteristics 
are in recording and how to achieve them ; it 
has also enabled positive and definite conclu- 
sions to be reached about the most satisfactory 
shape of recording tool and therefore of groove 
cross-section and stylus shape. Incidentally, 
the latter has proved to be exactly the opposite 
of what was claimed to be correct in the preface 
to the H.M.V. record catalogue of 1915 ! 

It is now known that there are three funda- 
mental recording characteristics, namely, 
“constant amplitude”’, ‘‘ constant velocity ”’ 
and “constant acceleration’’; but of these 
only the first two are of practical use and 
various combinations of them are employed. 

It would be boring, I fancy, if I were to 
enlarge on the reasons for these terms, but it is 
necessary even for a novice to understand what 
the effects are if only in order to make intelligent 
use of his pickup and tone controls. 

Constant velocity recording is still the basis 
of standard 78 r.p.m. records because that is 
what is needed to give a good response from an 
acoustic gramophone and there must be 
millions of those in use in various parts of the 
world. It is also the characteristic that gives 
a level response through an (ideal) electro- 
tnagnetic pickup. Under it the frequency 
excursions are progressively restricted as we go 
up the scale so as to keep the radial velocity of 
the cutting tool (and of the stylus) the same. 
This limits the curvature of the groove for high 
notes and therefore enables the notes to be 
picked up more effectively by a stylus of finite 
dimensions. But it also means, per contra, that 
the amplitude of bass notes will be progressively 
larger as we go down the scale, and this in its 
turn imposes other tracking difficulties upon the 
stylus, as well as limiting the possible spacing 
between successive grooves. 

So, in practice, the recording in the bass of 
standard 78 r.p.m. records was contrived to fall 
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off below about 400 c/s and to become what is 
known as “constant amplitude’’ recording. 
To compensate for this an emphasis of bass is 
required in a pre-amplifier. 

When Decca introduced ffrr a further modi- 
fication was made to the recording characteristic, 
namely, a pre-emphasis of the frequencies from 
about 6,000 c/s to 10,000 c/s. The recording 
was in effect made to follow a constant ampli- 
tude law for the high frequencies as well. This 
gave an added brilliance in acoustic reproduc- 
tion, but could be compensated in electrical 
reproduction by a suitable attenuation circuit 
which at the same time attenuated the surface 
noise which had a substantial component in 
that frequency range. (This particular com- 
— by the way, has a sort of “‘ fish-frying ”’ 
quality.) 

But long before that a strong plea was made 
in these pages, and in the book on “ Acoustic 
Gramophones and Electrical Reproducers”’, 
for a constant amplitude system of recording 
which would permit of closer groove spacing 
and greater surface noise attenuation. Such a 
system was actually adopted by Mr. P. A. G. 
Voigt when he was chief recording engineer of 
Edison Bell. But it was not until the advent of 
Vinylite Long Playing records that this system 
came to be fully exploited, and by then it was 
possible to have a slower playing speed as well. 

Under the constant amplitude system the 
radial frequency excursions are constant for a 
given loudness of input throughout the musical 
scale. To get equality of output from such a 
recording a constant amplitude pickup would 
be required. That, theoretically and apart 
from mechanical resonances in transmission, is 
what a crystal pickup or a ceramic pickup is. 
So in playback from such a pickup from a 
constant amplitude recording no frequency 
compensation would be required in the pre- 
amplifier. With constant velocity pickups, 
such as the moving coil or variable reluctance 
types, however, a boost is required from the 
pre-amplifier in the bass and an attenuation in 
the treble. 

Since the advent of LP records various com- 
promises between constant velocity and constant 
amplitude recording characteristics have been 
adopted by different recording companies. A 
characteristic approximating to constant ampli- 
tude was wanted but compromise was found to 
be desirable, partly because the electro- 
magnetic recording cutters are essentially 
velocity sensitive, and partly as a concession to 
the problems of pickup design. All the 
favoured recording curves have an essentially 
constant velocity range in the middle register 
between about 500 c/s and about 2,000 c/s. 
Below and above that range a constant ampli- 
tude curve is followed. At the two extremes, 
however, below 100 c/s and above 10,000 c/s, 
the curve is flattened off again to limit the 
amplitude in the bass and the curvature in the 
treble. 

It is not difficult to achieve a curve of this 
sort in recording or to compensate for it in the 
pre-amplifier by skilful use of capacitances and 
resistances. The trouble has been that until 
recently there has been no general agreement 
about the precise location of the “ turn-over ”’ 
from the middle register to the bass or the 
“ roll-off” in the treble ; or about the precise 
slope of the rise and fall in the two constant 
amplitude portions. E.M.I. had one curve, 
and Decca another; in America there were 
different curves for R.C.A. (old and new) for 
Columbia, for the Audio Engineering Society 
and for the broadcast engineers. At last, 
general agreement seems to be well on the way 
to realisation on a curve known as the R.I.A.A. 
or N.A.R.T.B. which is not substantially 
different from that hitherto used by Decca. 

That agreement, however, will not alter the 
fact that over the past 5 years differing standards 
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have been in use and in strictness we should use 
different compensations for different makes. 
The next instalment in this serial story will 
therefore discuss how the problem can be 
simplified so that in practice reasonably 
accurate compensation can be obtained without 
undue proliferation of controls. 





Correction—Armstrong Aro Amplifier 


In the Specification to the Report on the 
A1o (June) the power supply provided for 
a radio tuner was wrongly stated. It should 
have been 35 ma. at 320 volts and 2 amps at 
6.3 volts. It may also be added that current 
models of the pre-amplifier have 6 filter positions 
the additional one being a “ presence ”’ lift.

78 R.P.M. Recordings 


May an old subscriber who has graduated 
from the Edison exhibition days but has not yet 
arrived at LPs endorse your correspondent’s 
plea for the issue of at least a few worth while 
“48”? records? The Companies we have 
supported over a long period owe a duty to 
their old customers to see that they are not 
neglected. 

Formerly I could be relied upon to buy upon 
an average three to four records a month.

There must be quite a number of people 
like myself who still rely upon 78 recordings— 
not necessarily through sheer obstinacy but 
because we simply cannot afford to scrap a 
large library of records built up over the years. 
So even upon purely commercial grounds is it 
wise of the Companies to ignore us ?

I read with great interest your interesting 
editorial in the June issue of THE GRAMOPHONE, 
particularly the section dealing with 78s and 
LPs. 


I have been collecting for several years, and 
have amassed a substantial library of 78s, which 
I dearly love. When the first issue of LPs was 
released I became tense with anxiety, fearing 
(what many collectors still feel) the inevitable 
fate of so many cherished and revered master- 
pieces in the 78 world. 

But my fears were unfounded, as it did not 
take me long for to realise that LPs were being 
turned out to meet the requirements of those 
who liked to have their music played without 
so many breaks—without surface noises, and 
whose records must be unbreakable. When it 
came to hearing Great Music (Vocal Music, 
particularly) they simply ignored the sources 
where it could be found. 

Need I expatiate on this theme—must I 
search for disciples—or is there a battle existing 
in the minds of those who, when purchasing 
records, feel they ought to have 78s, but choose 
LPs because its the fashion and because it’s 
technically a superior product over the latter. 

To-day, of course, there is no choice, owing to 
the heavy deletion made on 78s but I wonder 
if the choice were still available—how many 
would accept the 78s ? 

I’ll stick to my “ Rigoletto” with all the 
changing over, as long as I have Borgioli and 
Straccini singing for me. My “‘ Don Pasquale” 
won’t mind the intervals between the > awe 
overs either, as long as Schipa sings the role 
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for me. And with Pertile as Rhadames—Dal 
Monte as Butterfly—Pagliughi as Lucia—Gran- 
forte as lago . . . I shall remain content with 
the small disadvantages, and listen passionately 
to an era of singing which is rapidly dying

I am glad our Editor would like to hear from 
some of the 78s, and as a reader and occasional 
contributor over the past thirty years I will try 
to express myself briefly. 

Whilst fully acknowledging the technical 
wonders of the long playing disc, I cordially 
agree with Sir Compton’s comments on voice 
and style which are often lacking in these new 
recordings, and I deplore the wholesale with- 
drawal of so many worth-while 78s. No one will 
deny the convenience of LP for major works and 
opera, but surely the gramophone’s purpose 
should be educational rather than non-stop 
entertainment. I know the changing of a disc 
every four minutes or so is a bore, but it does 
keep one’s attention fixed. Do the LP advocates 
sit with rapt attention for 25 minutes enjoying 
every note, or do they wander about, or worse 
still read a book and have the music as a back- 
ground ? 

As a business man with limited time for the 
gramophone, I chiefly enjoy an hour of varied 
short items by the finest singers, orchestras, or 
instrumentalists, and prefer such to one of my 
albums of concertos or symphonies. In place 
of these the new process offers such abominations 
as eight assorted operatic arias, out of which 
one probably detests four, or several waltzes 
strung together, each probably enjoyable alone 
but unbearable en masse . 

Last but not least is the snag that to obtain 
one side of a 12-inch LP one must often pay 
18s. 3d. for the unwanted reverse. In the case 
of the 78s one cheerfully sacrificed a few 
shillings for the superfluous, but must think 
twice when the as. 6d. or 3s. jumps to 18s. 3d. 

So I take comfort from my acquisitions of 
78s since electrical recording arrived, and 
remain one of your old-fashioned addicts.

Bruno Walter 78s 


The series of recordings made by Bruno 
Walter and the Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra 
for H.M.V., for the most part during 1934-39, 
have been diminishing steadily since the end of 
the war, and the deletions this January have 
almost put an end to them. This is indeed a 
pity as the interpretations and fine orchestral 
playing in most of them are not likely to be 
replaced. Also, they were excellent by pre-war 
standards, technically. 

Tn view of all this, could not the best of them 
be transferred to LP ? I think H.M.V. should 
be urged to do this. We have already seen how 
successful such transfers of pre-war recordings 
can be—the H.M.V. Glyndebourne ‘“ Don 
Giovanni ” was a 1936 recording first reviewed 
in 1937. Also, this sort of thing has been done 
in America with success. 

Surely these wonderful recordings are not 
going to become “ collectors’ pieces ”? and so be 
unobtainable to ordinary people . 

Those I particularly suggest for transfer are :

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Torelli ‘‘ Concerti Grossi, Op. 8’’ 


I always read with interest the articles you 
publish concerning the records of the Editions 
de l’Oiseau-Lyre. Sound adverse comment is 
particularly valuable as it draws the editor’s 
attention to possible improvements. I cannot, 
however, regard in this light the article in 
your July number on my recently issued 
Torelli’s Twelve Concerti Grossi, Op. 8. 

This article attacks a group of artists who 
have worked hard and consistently well over a 
number of years as the Ensemble Orchestral 
de l’Oiseau-Lyre. This is not a haphazard 
formation, but a permanent chamber orchestra 
composed of leading musicians who rehearse 
very frequently and, apart from their recordings, 
give concerts internationally. Your journal 
describes them as “a mixed bunch”. The 
soloists Georges Alés, Roger Albin and Ruggero 
Gerlin are widely accepted as instrumentalists 
of the first rank. Your journal classes them as 
“ three also-rans”’. The long-standing mutual 
confidence between myself and my artists is 
such that I should not let these statements pass. 

The most surprising feature of the article is 
its general tone. Its metaphors drawn from the 
race-course, such expressions as “the nadir 
of musical ignorance ”’, “‘ sad and humiliating ”’, 
“careless, furtive and _ self-conscious”? seem 
foreign to the pages of your carefully written 
journal. Your contributor, in a programme note, 
said that Torelli is “a master in his own 
right ” and “as much an adornment of the 
musical history of Bologna as Scarlatti is of 
Naples” ; of the Concerti Grossi he wrote that 
they “would have served to perpetuate the 
name of Torelli even if all else had been lost ”’. 
It is strange that he should now say that the 
same Opus 8 is “ not great music’”’. 

The whole article is in the worst possible ad 
hominem style drawn out ad nauseam.

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La Forza del Destino 

I would like to endorse the remarks of your 
correspondent “ P.H.-W”’ in the June issue 
relating to Columbia’s recording of Verdi’s 
“ La Forza del Destino.”’ It is a truly wonderful 
performance by first-rate artists. Such a 
recording has been long overdue. Although 
Carlo Tagliabue’s Don Carlo is not up to the 
standard of Tito Gobbi, he does well enough, 
and Mme. Callas—one can only say—is her 
usual superb self. 

If there is any criticism it has nothing to do 
with the recording, but rather with the way in 
which such a masterpiece is put on to the 
market. The discs themselves seem so much 
more flimsy than previous issues, so much so 
that if one plays the second disc on top of the 
first, even a lightweight pickup tends to cause 
the second disc to slip on the first and thus 
turn the tenor into a bass ! 

Secondly, why be so cheeseparing with the 
sleeves ? Again, in previous operatic issues 
the story of the opera has been printed on the 
back of the sleeve. This is of inestimable 
value to a person who is hearing the opera for 
the first time, and would surely not cost a lot 
more. 

Thirdly, why leave off “ Side 1,” “‘ Side 2,” 
etc. from the centre of the discs ? 

This used to be printed in bold type on all 
issues of more than one disc, and saved one the 
annoyance of having to study each disc closely 
in order to prevent putting one on in its 
wrong sequence. 

For the average man in the street, such 
a recording, with purchase tax, is expensive 
enough, and it would be nice to feel that we 
were getting value for money, through the 
inclusion by all the large gramophone com- 
panies, of all these small points and niceties 
which tend to make good listening !

Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 


In my article on the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra in the May issue I gave “‘ Tent of the 
Lord”? as the English translation of ‘“ Ohel 
Shem ”’, the name of the synagogue in which the 
orchestra gives its Tel-Aviv concerts; your 
readers may be interested in some information 
that has come my way from Mr. E. Goldberg of 
Haifa. He says that the Hebrew name actually 
means “‘ Tent of Shem ”’ and has its origin in 
Genesis (Ch. 9, verse 27)—‘‘ God shall enlarge 
Japhet, and he shall dwell in the tents of Shem”. 
In the incorrect translation that I used—and 
that has been used by other writers concerning 
the I.P.0.—the biblical “Shem” has been 
confused with the composite ‘‘ Hashem” 
(literally “‘The Name’’) of a later period, 
sometimes used by religious Jews as a term of 
indirect reference to the Deity. 

Mr. Goldberg has also pointed out that 
Ansermet has never appeared as guest con- 
ductor of the Israel Philharmonic; by some 
unfortunate mixing of notes I included his name 
among those who conducted the orchestra 
during the 1946-48 period.

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Le Sacre du Printemps 


Although we have five LP versions of 
Stravinsky’s ‘‘ Le Sacre ’’ from which to choose, 
none of them is wholly satisfactory, and this 
seems most odd, when we consider that another 
huge score exists only in two discs and both of 
them are successful. 

This work is Holst’s “* Planets ”? and I wonder 
if the success of these two discs can coincide 
with the fact that they are British recordings ? 

Markevitch’s “ Le Sacre”’ for H.M.V. is a 
British disc of course, but this was one of 
E.M.I.’s first issues of LP and has been super- 
seded by the two fairly recent issues of the work, 
both of which hail from across the Atalantic. 

Steinberg’s disc is almost first-class, until we 
compare his “ timps’’ with those of Dorati’s. 
On the other hand, Dorati’s brass and wind are 
nothing like as impressive as those of Steinberg. 

Ansermet’s disc seems out of perspective, 
when for instance the heavy repeated chords 
on strings punctuated by short blasts from the 
horns, near the beginning of the work give one 
the impression that he is standing next to the 
conductor. Yet near the end of the work 
(‘‘ Ritual of the Ancestors’’) we seem to be 
right at the back or on our way out of the hall ! 
Percussion is weak too, and this conductor who is 
honoured for his interpretations of Stravinsky’s 
works, seems to give a very pedestrian account 
of the thrilling score. 

When we come to the composer’s own 
recording, we find a tremendously vital per- 
formance, in a devitalised recording. 

Come on, Philips, Nixa, DGG, etc; the 
stakes are high and the race is yet to be won !

Tape Speed 


My friend Percy Wilson may like to know 
that there are a number of methods in current 
use for determining tape speed (see Technical 
Talk, May, 1955). 

These include, as he suggests, stroboscopic 
markings on the capstan drive, so-called “tiger 
tape ’’ having striped marks on the base of the 
tape, and, already available in the U.S.A., test 
tapes containing “ blip ”’ signals at one second 
intervals with a background signal of 440 c-s, 
actually recorded from WWV, tne Bureau of 
Standards Official Station. 

One of the neatest devices I have seen for 
checking tape speed was a small multi-strobo- 
scopic gadget that was simply pressed against 
the tape drive mechanism of a recorder to give 
a speed indication. Due to Mr. C. L. Appleby, 
now ir Australia, this device was shown at the 
British Sound Recording Association Exhibition 
a few years ago. Such a device might find a 
market if developed commercially.

Surely, now that we have ten “‘ Pathetique 
ten “Unfinished’s’’, ten ‘‘Eroica’s’’ (at my last 
counting), and so on, Decca, E.M.I., or 
Philips could spare us a little more music “ in 
lighter vein’’. ‘ Pineapple Poll” is excellent 
entertainment—would that we were given much 
more like it.

Sir Arnold Bax 


There is now a new generation of gramophone 
enthusiasts who have never heard of the 
Sibelius Society, or the Delius Society or the 
Mahler Society. To-day, there is no difficulty 
in obtaining records of the music of these 
composers. Some people may well suppose that 
the Societies helped considerably to popularise 
their works, yet there is another composer, 
Vaughan Williams, all of whose symphonies 
are available to-day although his work never 
received the benefit of Society recording in the 
days when his music was unpopular. 

I remember the first performance of Vaughan 
Williams’ F Minor Symphony at Queen’s Hall 
in 1935, and at that time he and Arnold Bax 
were about neck-and-neck in the field of 
contemporary British music. The symphonies 
of both these composers I found equally enthral- 
ling. I wanted to become familiar with each of 
them, but my enthusiasm, unfortunately, was 
not shared by the majority of concertgoers. 

I am glad that Vaughan Williams is now 
acclaimed everywhere as a great composer, but 
why have we never been given a chance to get 
to know the worth of Arnold Bax ? I can never 
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forget the magical and most original orchestral 
effects he obtained in his symphonies, but I 
have never had a chance to assess their inner 
quality owing to lack of repeated performances. 
I remember the sinister turbulence of the First 
Symphony—a quality we are no_ longer 
frightened of in music. I remember that the 
first three symphonies were a kind of trilogy, 
in which darkness and terror were overcome, 
giving place to enlightenment and _ peace. 
Perhaps this idea would be better understood 
to-day than at any time since these symphonies 
were composed. 


Surely, there is still work for a Society to do, 
so long as the Bax symphonies remain un- 
recorded. It is true we were given one of them 
on 78s once, but we were not given the opportun- 
ity of voting for which we would like! Why are 
we never asked what we want? Even the 
International Recording Plan announced in 
your last issue, admirable though it is, evidently 
does not intend to give subscribeis any say in 
what works shall be recorded. Why not ? We 
hear plenty of international contemporary 
music on the radio ; why can’t we be allowed 
to vote on what we want recorded and what we 
don’t want ? 


Every other kind of purchaser, except the 
purchaser of gramophone records, is studied 
quite carefully as to his likes and dislikes before 
any company thinks of manufacturing some- 
thing they hope he will buy! But the output 
of the recording companies is so haphazard, and 
their outlook so complacent, that I am sure they 
have never heard of market research !

I was surprised to read in Mr. Francis F. 
Clough’s item in the June issue of THE GRramo- 
PHONE (page 40) that he had to obtain his 
information regarding the Longo-numbers of 
the Scarlatti Sonatas recorded on Archive 
AP13001 from Germany. I wonder whether 
Mr. Clough knows of the existence of the 
Thematic Index issued by Ricordi of Milano, 
the publishers of the Scarlatti-Longo edition. 
The catalogue number is ERig12. The index 
shows the first 3 or 4 bars of each sonata and is 
arranged in order of keys and, subsequently, 
in numerical order. Thus any Longo-number 
can easily be determined. 

Mr. Denis Stevens, in his review of London 
OL50076 “‘ Masters of Early English Keyboard 
Music ’’, in the same issue, creates the impres- 
sion that the Fitzwilliam Virginal Book is not 
available to purchasers, because he uses the 
word “ collectors’. In fact, Breitkopf and 
Hartel of Wiesbaden, Germany, who have a 
London branch, issued a complete edition of 
two volumes of the work a few months ago. It’s 
price in Germany is DM 180.0. Two albums of 
selected pieces were published by the same firm 
(catalogue number 5249 and 5250).

The frequency response does not change with temperature. 


SIGNAL-TO-HUM-RATIO 

It is not possible to snotty this important ratio without stipulating the 
strength of the interfering fields. These fields will, of course, vary accord- 
ing to the installation. However, for the purpose of comparison, 
measurements have been taken under working conditions, i.e. with various 
pickups mounted normally within inches of the electric turntable motor 
and within two feet of a power transformer in an amplifier. The results 
show that the Leak Dynamic Pickup has a lower hum content than any 
variable reluctance (moving-iron, magnetic) pickup and a very much 
lower hum content than a single turn moving coil (i.e. “ ribbon ’’) 
pickup. This confirms what would be expected from theoretical 
considerations.

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The jazz buyer is, currently, compelled to buy 
up to twelve works each time he makes a 
purchase ! 

Pre-microgroove jazz was, almost without 
exception, limited to three-minute perform- 
ances and, indeed, a great deal of contemporary 
jazz adheres fairly rigidly to this time limit. 
On this account I have always maintained that 
the LP was an unsuitable medium for normal 
jazz releasés, espec‘ally twelve-inch LPs, 
which are surely a ridiculous excess. Ten-inch 
LPs are, by now, fairly well established, though 
we may wonder how many people they deter ; 
while the best available compromise of 
financial economy with the ability to select 
one’s Own programme is the 45 r.p.m. EP disc, 
which holds four titles. 

As an example of the present state of affairs, 
we may cite the reissue of the early Louis 
Armstrong classics in microgroove form. This 
move, very welcome in itself, has presented us 
with three standard 45s, two EPs, three ten- 
inch LPs, and one twelve-inch LP! This isn’t 
‘ust untidy, it is completely farcical, for the 
titles on each compilation are chosen at 
random from the Armstrong discography. 

The tidiest solution would seem to me to be 
that adopted by some American companies— 
namely to issue jazz on ten-inch LPs (eight 
titles) and simultaneously (N.B.) to issue the 
same titles on two EPs. The buyer is then 
able to select the ‘preferred form and keep to 
it, instead of being forced to indulge at random 
in two speeds and three record sizes. I 
would commend this suggestion to those 
companies over here who are at present busy 
creating a lot of bad feeling by their apparent 
couldn’t-care-less attitude; by careless and 
incompatible compilation, duplication of titles, 
and the occasional issue of some LP titles in 
EP form after many months.
